NOTES AND COMMENTS 

The fond hope that we might escape the rigors of a 
severe winter were rudely shattered during the past two 
weeks. Prior to that time with the exception of a very 
cold spell early in December, mild weather had been ex¬ 
perienced. But two weeks ago the mercury began to drop, 
and when it reached from 30 to 35 below zero, most people 
cpnsidered that was the limit. But just to show that these 
Western provinces are still subject to Arctic blasts, Mon¬ 
day morning capped all records this winter with 42 below 
4ero. After such an experience as that, just zero weather 
is mild in comparison. 

Such a blast of cold weather will put the soft pedal on 
our boasts of mild winters and butterflies floating around 
in December and January. We will touch wood if we be¬ 
gin to tell somebody that jt does not get really cold in this 
section of Alberta. Even British Columbia was included 
in the icy blasts, for a week’s reading of the temperatures 
at Fernie last week showed it was more often 30 below 
zjero than it was above.. 

There is always a silver lining to any cloud, and the 
result ot two weeks of Arctic weather will mean stimu¬ 
lated demand for steam coal from the Crows Mest Pass. 
We maty not like the weather, but it is that kind of wea¬ 
ther which increases business for everybody here. Which 
means that you cannot have pleasures without pain. 

Not only in the realms of business but also in the field 
of sport the cold weather makes itself felt, and the schedule 
of the hockey league in the’ Pass has been temporarily 
abandoned, because there would be hardly any gate fees 
to enrich the club treasuries if games were played in 4U 
below zero weather, to say nothing of the hardship on the 
players. But by the time this appears in print it is prob¬ 
able that arrangements will have been made to complete 
the series originally planned. 

Banff Winter Carnival committee will be hoping that 
warmer weather will have arrived by Saturday, the open¬ 
ing day, for though everybody likes sharp weather, the 
past two weeks makes everyone wish for a rapid rise in 
the temperature, especially the man around the house who 
has to arise several times during the night and spend his 
waking moments in carrying out the ashes. 

If any old-timer arises to say that he has seen colder 
weather than this, all we can say is that he is doubly wel¬ 
come to the experience. 

Occasionally one hears a pessimist remark that there 
is no future for coal, and he goes on to ttfll of oil, water 
power, gas and what not taking the place of fuel’. A noted 
scientist recently stated that fuel will always be one oi 
the basic necessities for industry, and as Nature never pro¬ 
vides anything which is not destined to serve man’s needs, 
the view of the scientist might well be concurred in. As 
the world’s population increases, so its needs in all lines 
increase, and the utilization of forces formerly unheeded 
is made through necessity. There may be over-production 
in the coal industry owing to there being such a plentiful 
supply available in various countries of the world, but 
what the conditions will be fifty or a hundred years hence 
the present day generation cannot tell. But one would be 
safe in venturing the opinion that there will not have been 
found sufficient substitutes to take the place of coal in ah 
lines of industry and transportation. It may be used in 
different forms, as is already the case, but processes ma> 
be developed which will increase coal’s uses instead of 
diminish them. So do not become unduly alarmed over the 
future of the coal industry in the Crows Nest Pass, with 
its vast sources of potential wealth. 

Town councilors and school trustees give considerable 
time throughput the year To the carrying on of the rate¬ 
payers’ business it* the administration of town and school 
affairs, yet how many ratepayers will give an hour or two 
towards co-operating with them by attending the annual 
meeting of ratepayers to hear their reports for the year? 
The answer given last Friday night denotes that Loieman 
citizens take the prize for apathy in the conduct of muni¬ 
cipal affairs, for besides the councillors and two school 
trustees, two ratepayers were present, they being the 
school principal and the editor of The journal, ana Con¬ 
stable Houghton. Just think over it! Is it not a fine tri¬ 
bute of appreciation and encouragement for men to act on 
a council or school board? We think not! Further com¬ 
ment is needless. 

The minister from his pulpit every Sunday endeavors 
to interest his congregation in the word of God and our 
spiritual welfare. The editor tries to interest his audience 
of readers with something of interest of local worldly 
affairs. Both search their minds for something that will 
make an appeal to the better side of human nature, and to 
keep alive the spirit of optimism and hope that helps to 
make life brighter. The editor may have to do it in some¬ 
what pf a hurry at times, as he has other problems to 
overcome in the production of a newspaper eacli week 
besides writing an editorial column. But it must always 
be rem'embered that a newspaper is after all a reflex ot 
community life, recording and commenting on its mani¬ 
fold activities. It is largely a community institution, ps 
is the church, and if it times there is a dearth of things tc 
make interesting comment on, just remember that it is i 
somewhat difficult' to make bricks without the material to 
make them. If you have something of interest, just pass 
it along. 7
